Arafat to visit Moscow after Nicaragua 


DAMASCUS, July 18 (AP) — Palestine 
Liberation Organization Chairman Yasser 
Arafat flew to Nicaragua Friday to attend 
that Latin American nation's national day, 
Palestinian sources here reported. 

They said the commando leader was 
accompanied by two members of the PLO 
Elective committee and that he will fly 
directly to Moscow sometime Saturday or 
Sunday. 

Earlier statements from PLO sources in 
Beirut had Arafat leaving Damascus for 
Moscow prior to the Nicaragua visit. The 
sources said a group of senior Arafat aides 
departed for the Soviet capital from Damas- 


cus Friday to prepare for Arafat’s arrival. 

Arafat and an accompanying delegation 
will seize the opportunity to hold talks with 
Soviet leaders on Middle East developments 
and coordination of the Palestinian and 
Soviet attitude at next week’s U.N. General 
Assembly meeting on the Palestine question, 
informed Palestinian sources said. 

Earlier Arafat accused Israel of preparing 
a large-scale military operation in South 
Lebanon in an interview broadcast in Bel- 
grade Thursday. 

He told Y ugoslav radio that such an action 
would be aimed a reversing the balance of 
forces in Lebanon. 
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Bullion prices opened well down on 
Thursday’s closing quotes of $627.50 an 
ounce in Zurich and $625.

Scientists study 
Israeli potential 
for nuclear power 

UNITED NATIONS, July 18 (R) — 
Atomic scientists from the United States, the 
Soviet Union Canada, Kenya, and Lebanon 
wQ] meet behind closed doors here next week 
to study Israel's potential to become a nuc- 
lear power. 

Secretary General Kurt Waldheim 
appointed the panel responding to a assembly 
resolution last December that condemned an 
attempt by Israel to make and acquire, nuc- 
lear weapons. 

The panel's members are George Quester 
of Cornell University, Ithaca, New York; 
M-A. Khroustalev of the Moscow Institute of 
International Relations; Ashok Kapur of the 
University of Waterloo, Ontario; Ali Mazrui, 
a Kenyan educator at the university of 
Michigan in Ann Arbor, and Assad Saab, a 
Lebanese nuclear physicist from the Univer- 
sity of Paris. 

Rats invade villages 

CAIRO, July IS (R) — Hordes of rats 
have invaded many villages in the Nile Delta 
and eaten great quantities of crops in nearby 
fields, the Health Ministry has said. The 
ministry has offered a reward of five piastres 
(about seven cents) for each rat collected, 
dead or alive. 

In one village the catch has averaged 900 
rats a day, officials said. They said the wave of 
rodents had originazed in Ismailia, Port Said 
and Suarez after the Suez canal cities were 
evacuated during war operations involving 
Egypt and Israel in the early 1970s. 

After the residents returned, the rats 
migrated west from the Canal zone toward 
the Nile Delta. 
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Arabs try Hoss warns of plot 
for tough to divide Lebanon 


U.N. talks 
on Israel

WASHINGTON — The Arab states plan 
to press for a tough resolution against Israel 
at next week’s special U.N. General Assem- 
bly session on Palestinian rights, employing 
the seldom-used provisions of the ” uniting 
for peace ’* resolution of the early 1950, U.N. 
sources said. 

The proposed resolution will include basi- 
cally the same provisions as U.N. Security 
Council Resolution 3236, passed last month, 
with several additional provisions. 

Among the new provisions will be an 
appeal to member states not to encourage the 
permanent settlement of Palestinians outside 
their homeland, the sources said. 

Non-aligned countries will meet at the 
U.N. Friday to discuss another possible pro- 
vision to suspend Israel's membership in the 
U.N. if it fails to abide by the resolution. 

The “ uniting for peace ” resolution — last 
employed during the Korean Security Coun- 
cil action is blocked by the “ veto ” of one 
member state. 

The General Assembly resolution against 
Israel is expected to cany an appeal for sanc- 
tions against the Zionist state in the event h 
refuses to abide by the resolution. 

Arab League Ambassador Clovis Mak- 
soud said, “ We want the resolution to be 
bom with teeth and to be capable of being 
implemented. ” 

The goal of the Arab states, sources said, 
was not simply to add another anti- Israel 
resolution to the U.N. file but rather to get 
the U.N. to act on the Palestinian problem in 
a new and more effective way. 

Arab U.N. envoys met in New York Tues- 
day to discuss their planned actions at the 
special session, which begins July 22. 


BEIRUT, July 18 (.AFP) — Outgoing 
premier Salim Hoss warned here of a plot 
against Lebanon aimed at dividing it and des- 
troying the country's status as a model of 
coexistence among different communities. 

Speaking 24 hours after President Elias 
Sarkis accepted his resignation, Hoss said 
that the destruction of Lebanon would be the 
prelude to the achievement of Israeli designs 
iD the country, and a step toward division of 
the Arab world. 

He criticized Phalangist leaders, accusing 
them of deliberately keeping the army out of 
the region east of the capital. "So many 
crimes" had been committed in the area. 
Hoss alleged. 

Urging Lebanese citizens to block any par- 
tition of Lebanon Hoss called for implemen- 
tation of the principles of understanding 
enunciated by the state for a settlement of the 


country's veais-long crisis. 

In their first stage, those principles 
included safeguarding unity and the country's 
institutions, a security plan for all Lebanese 
territory invoking the army, police and the 
Arab Deterrent Force, and adherence to 
agreements worked out by the state with the 
Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO),- 
Hoss said. 

The second stage would be to bring about 
national reconciliation, which would require 
political and other forces to meet on a joint 
platform and reconcile themselves first with 
the state by eliminating all defiance of its 
authority, such as use of illegal ports, ransom 
demands and carrying weapons, the premier 
said. 

Such activities were most prevalent in the 
Phalange -con trolled regions, Hoss said. 


‘War of liberation’ planned 

Gemayel justifies attack 


BEIRUT, July 18 (.AP) — Lebanon’s 
Christian strongman Bachir Gemayel was 
quoted Friday as saying his recent crackdown 
on rightist opponents was aimed at unifying 
Christian ranks for a “war of liberation” in 
the rest of Lebanon. 

“It is illogical to wage a war of liberation 
while our forces are dispersed in the rear," 
Gemayel told the London-based Lebanese 
magazine At Hawadess. 

“The first step for the liberation of the 
country is to build a new order and forge a 
new constitution for Lebanon,’’ Gemayel 
said in explaining his July 7 crackedown on 
the “Tigers” militia of former President 
Camille Chamoun’s National Liberal Party. 

Gemayefs Phalange Party militia squads 
routed the "Tigers” from mostly Christian 
east Beirut and an S00- square-mile Christian 
enclave to the north and east of the capital. 

The putsch left 33-year-old Gemayel as 


the undisputed military master of Lebanon’s 
Christian areas. It also tore the civil war 
alliance of the Phalangists and the NLP. the 
nation’s biggest right-wing parties. 

Gemayel said his goal remains the “ libera- 
tion” of Lebanon from “Palestinians and 
aliens, from the two occupations existing in 
the northern, southern and eastern areas of 
Lebanon." 

This was an obvious reference to Palesti- 
nians and to Syria’s 22,000-man army rhat ( 
policed Lebanon during war armistice bet- 
ween fightings and an alliance of nationalist 
Muslims and Palestinians. 

Arafat declared a general mobilization of 
the estimated 400,000 Palestinians in Leba- 
non Wednesday to confront what he called a 
“ plot to liquidate our revolution. " 

He charged that Gemayers takeover of the 
Christian areas was pan of an Israeli-backed 
plan to mount a two- pronged offensive on 
commandos from the north and the south. 


U.S. assault force cruising to Indian Ocean

WASHINGTON, July 18 — A new 
American assault force of 1,800 Marines and 
five amphibious warships passed through the 
Suez Canal Wednesday night en route to the 
Indian Ocean, defense sources said. 

The assault force, which will join a U.S. 
Naval battle group headed by the aircraft 
carrier Constelllation, replaces an earlier 
Marine battalion that was withdrawn from 
the Indian Ocean June 1. 

The movement of rroops into the region 


representes the first such U.S. move since the 
abortive attempt to rescue the American hos- 
tages in Tehran last April. 

The Marine assault force is led by a 
helicopter carrier, the Guadalcanal, which is 
transporting helicopters similar to those used 
in the Iran rescue attempt, sources said. 

The Marine force is due to rendezvous with 
the U.S. battle group in about a week. The 
battalion includes infantry, artiDeiy. tanks, 
anti-tank units, combat engineers and sup- 
port forces. 

Seven other U.S. vessels — cargo ships 
canying weapons, ammunition, and supplies 


capable of equipping a 12.000-man Marine 
brigade — are also sailing toward the Indian 
Ocean. They will be based at the U.S. i 
facilities on the island of Diego Garcia, and 
would equip troops dispatched to the. region 
on the event of an emergency. 

When the five amphibious ships of the 
Marine assault force arrive in the Indian 
Ocean, they will boost the U.S. n3vaj pres- 
ence there to 24 ships, including 17 fighting 
ships and seven support vessels. 

The Soviet Union currently has 25 ships in 
the Indian Ocean. Ten of them are fighting 
ships and 15 are support craft.

SR105 million project 

Firm to manufacture polyurethane 


JEDDAH, July 18 — Texaco announced 
its intention to set up a large joint venture 
with a private Saudi Arabian company to 
manufacture polyurethane panelboard, 
Saudi Business magazine reported Friday. 

The New York-based oil company will 
help manufacture the product that is an 
important roofing insulation for commer- 
eila, industrial and institutional building in 
Saudi Arabia. 

Texaco Saudi Investment Inc., a wholly- 
owned subsidiary of Texaco, will be teaming 
up with the Saudi Plastics Products Co. Ltd. 
(SAPPCO) in a limited liability partnership 
called SAPPCO-Texaco Insulation Products, 
or Saptex. The company will be registered in 
SaudiArabia.lt will have a 40 per cent 
interest, and SAPPCO 60 per cent. The pro- 
ject is estimated to cost around SRI 05 mil- 
lion, and will thus be one of the larger private 
investments by an American firm in Saudi 
industry. 

Although the project will be the first 
undertaken by the recently formed Texaco 
Saudi investments, the Texaco subsidiary 
“will likely be involved in other activities in 
the future,” according to Dennis Huddleston, 
acting resident director of Texaco in Riyadh. 

“This partnership,” said Omar A. Aggad. 
managing director and part owner of 
SAPPCO, “will provide Saudi Arabia with 
manufacturing technology for products 
which previously have been available only 
through imports.” SAPPCO is an estab- 
lished manufacturer of plastic pipe and pipe 


fittings, and Aggad himself has numerous 
industrial and contracting interests, including 
other plastic products, aluminum, building 
materials, precast plants and telecommunica- 
tions. 

John K. Mckinley, Texaco's president, said 
on the occasion of last week's announcement 
that his company “looks forward to the 
opportunity to contribute to the Saudi Arabia 
economy in this new, non-energy endeavor." 

Energy, however, was one of the biggest 
factors in deciding to locate a polyurethane 
plant in Saudi Arabia where hydrocarbon 
raw materials are so abundant Benzene, a 
light end product of petroleum refining, 
accounts for more than 40 per cent of raw 
material costs for manufacturing 
polyurethane. Other raw materials include 
methanol, chlorine and caustic, all of which 
will be produced in large quantities at the 
various gas-fed primary petrochemical plants 
that the Saudi Basic Industries Corporation 
(SABIC) will be setting up with foreign part- 
ners in Jubail and Yanbu. For both big and 
small petrochemical operations, the principle 
of locating plants near cheap and secure 
sources supplies of energy and feedstocks can 
be a compelling one. 

The raw materials for polyurethane, how- 
ever, will not be available until the middle of 
the decade, while the SAPTEX plant is due to 
come onstream toward the end of 1981: 
“we’re going to have to import some of the 
raw materials from the United States ini- 
tially," says Huddleston. 


The technology for the plant will be sup- 
plied through Texaco which claims to have 
“over 20 years of experience in the manufac- 
ture and sale of raw materials to the 
polyurethane industry." The Jim Walter 
Corporation of Florida will provide the joint 
venture with much of the proprietary tech- 
nology and will be “heavfly involved in the 
design of the project,” according to Huddles- 
ton. 

The partners plan to construct their plant 
in Riyadh with an annual manufacturing 
capacity of 100 million square feet of insola- 
tion panelboard. The process involves con- 
tinuously laminating foam onto various fac- 
ing such as asphalt- saturated organic and 
inorganic felt, aluminum foil and poly kraft 
paper. SAPTEX plans to offer several grades 
of panelboard, ranging in thickness from 10 
to 3 inches. 

Polyurethane panelboard has become an 
im portat element in almost all types of con- 
struction over the past decade, providing 
cheap and efficient insulation. It is especially 
suitable for the torrid Saudi climate as 
polyurethane does not expand or contract 
significantly with extreme changes of temp- 
erature or humidity. Because of its high resis- 
tance to heat transfer, it is effective in insulat- 
ing buildings against high outside tempera- 
tures. One leading Riyadh contractor, 
informed of the new joint venture, said last 
week that it “could really help satisfy a grow- 
ing need for these items.” 






For water, sewage projects 

Arar receives SR150 million allocation 


ARAR, July IS (SPA) — SRI 50 million 
was allocated in [he 1980-81 budget for a 
water, sewage and storm drainage networks 
project in Arar. 

The toial cost of the project is SR500 mil- 
lion to be carried out in three phases. 

Northern Border Region Governor Prince 
Abdullah ibn Abdul Aziz ibn Musaid said 
Friday that projects to be carried out in the 
future in the area include two bridges, one on 
the Arar to Taraif road at the city’s entrance 
. and another at Wadi Arar. 

Prince Abdullah said many schools 
gradually will be built to replace those 
opened in rented buildings during the coming 
vears of the third development plan. The 
government built schools will provide suit- 
able educational and a healthy atmosphere 
for students, he added. 

Acting Education Director in the region, 
Muhammad Abdullah Al- Mai muni said nine 
schools are being built in several villages in 


the area. Tender for building two other 
schools in Rawdat Al-Sharira and Hijrat 
Laina were issued recently. A tender for con- 
structing a building for Turaif secondary 
school was awarded, and. soon a tender for 
building ten schools in the area will be issued, 
he added. 

A scout camp will be organized in the 
northern border region during the spring 
vacation. Five educational directorates are to 
take part in the camp. 

Hammad Ibrahim Al-Hammad, acting 
director of girls’ education in the region said 
the General Presidency of Girls’ Education 
will build 17 large and simple schools. Three 
schools will be located in Arar, three in 
Qurayyar, two in Faha, tone in Laina, one in 
Logud and six in Jouf and surroundings. 

Meanwhile, Education Minister Dr. Abdul 
Aziz Al-Khuwaiter approved the establish- 
ment of 19 primary schools in the Dammam 
and Hasa regions of the Eastern Province. 


Two secondary schools will be built in 
Abqaiq and Tarut island. Dr. Said Attiya 
Abu AJ-A1, Eastern Province education 
director said Wednesday. 

Procedures are underway to issue tenders 
for the projects, and two teams from the 
General Directorate of Dammam to follow 
work on the projects. 

The minister agreed to Dr. Attiya’ s prop- 
osal to change the first priraaiy school in 
Hofuf into a major educational center in 
Hasa region.

“We are notTooking for ways of guarante- 
eing the society a regular income to keep our 
projects running. We cannot rely on dona- 
tions, so we have begun to invest our funds. 
For a charity money it would be inacceptable 
to take interest, so we cannot put it in the 
bank.” 

Although the society’s operations will ini- 
tially be confined to Saudi Arabia, Sheikh 
Saleh said, “One of our objectives is to set up 
some projects in Islamic countries. But that 
will be on three conditions; firstly, that a large 
part of Saudi Arabia should be covered first, 
secondly that we have enough money to go 
ahead overseas and uiixdly that the country 
concerned should take the initiative by its 
people themselves giving money for a par- 
ticular project and asking for the help of the 
society. 

“We don't want to look like a multi- million 
riyal organization that pays for every sugges- 
tion,” he said. “If we find a country where 
Christian missionary activities are based on 
the provision of medical services. We shaD 
provide the same services to counter those 
efforts. If its is based on schooling, we shall 
also build our shcools,' he added.

In regard to government assistance, Sheikh 
Saleh said, “The government gives anybody 
who wants to set up a hospital 50 per cent of 
the costs of building it, even it it is private and 
profit-making. We met the minister of 
finance and national economy and he was 
most cooperative 

"The society has published a leaflet giving 
the expenses of hospital building. Anyone 
who gives the cost of one department will 
have it named after him. The society accepts 
donations in cash, shares, endowments prob- 
iding a monthly or an annual income, from 
investments or any other form, be added. 

Soon after the beginning of the society, 
Riyadh resident Said ibn Abdullah Al-Saved 
donated one million riyals and a plot of land 
worth SR4.5 million.

BAGHDAD, July 18 (R) — Iraqi Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein has accused Iran of 
harboring hostile designs against the Arabs 
and of seeking expansionism in the Gulf. He 
said Thursday Iranian leaders were respons- 
ible for a deterioration of relations with the 
Arab states and current unrest in Iran. 

President Hussein was speaking on the 
12th anniversary of the July 17 revolution 
which brought the Baath Party to power in 


Iraq. His speech was quoted by the Iraqi 
News Agency. “The Iranian regime has 
revealed hostile intentions toward the Arab 
nation," Hussein said. “It has confirmed its 
expansionist aims in the Gulf. These 
attitudes, stemming from racism, grudges and 
backwardness, brought disasters to Iran, and 
the new regime sank in a sea of bloody prob- 
lems, contradictions and internal conflicts."

French uranium supply 
to Iraq obsesses Israel 


TEL AVIV, July 1 S (Agencies) — Deputy 
Defense Minister, Nordechai Zippori has 
said Israel would do everything possible to 
combat French intentions to supply Iraq with 
enriched uranium for nuclear development 
Speaking in Carmiel Thursday, in northern 
Israel Zippori added that Israel would prefer 
to employ political and diplomatic means to 
prevent the introduction of such material into 
the region. “But if these are not effective, 
Israel will have to consider what steps to 
take,” the deputy defense minister warned. 
Israel has been seriously concerned at the 
possibility that Iraq might be in a position to 
develop nuclear weapons with the fuel and 
reactors it is obtaining from France. 

Earlier Thursday Yigale Yadin, deputy 
prime minister and acting defense minister 
claimed that Iraq, with the generous help of 
France was obtaining enriched uranium. 
Speaking at a passing-out parade of new 
phots at an Israeli airforce base, Yadin said 
“as long as the threat of war hangs over our 
heads, we must keep up our military 
strength." 

Knesset member Aonon Rubinstein said in 
a radio interview: “the French move is 
wicked and irresponsible both in the Middle 
Eastern and international contexts.'' Rubins- 
tein said Israel should strive to prevent the 
possibility of an Arab state obtaining a nuc- 
lear bomb. The French ambassador to Israel 
said Monday that France had received bilat- 
eral and international guarantees that the 
uranium going to Iraq would be used for 
peaceful purposes only. 

The French Atomic Energy Commission 
announced March 3 that France would sup- 
ply, Iraq with highly enriched uranium. The 
commission said France would also supply 
Iraq with an experimental nuclear reactor. 

“Experts say that the French nuclear reac- 
tor will be able to produce bombs. “This is 
sufficient reason why the French should not 
sell those reactors to Iraq.” 


Member of Parliament Moshe Areans said 
Wednesday that the United States also is lob- 
bying with France against the impending sale. 
“ We are active and we are in contact with the 
governments of the world, particularly the 
United States, and hopefully it’s going to 
bring about some results,” he said. 

Turkey, Greece 
taking steps 
to improve ties 

ANKARA, July 18 ( AP) — - Turkish and 
Greek tourism officials met here Wednesday 
and said “con Crete cooperation” between the 
two countries “may turn this area- of the 
Aegean Sea into a tourist haven.” The meet- 
ing between Turkish Tourism Minister Bari as 
Kuntay and George Dasjalakis, chief of the 
Greek National Tourism Organization, 
marked the warming of relations between the 
two countries. 

In a related development, Turkish Culture 
Minister Tevfik Koraltan arrived in Athens 
aboard one of the first flights to Greece since 
service was suspended after the Turkish inva- 
sion of Cyprus in 1974. Koraltan was invited 
to Greece by his Greek couterpart Andreas 
Andrianopoulos. 

The minister will attend the opening of an 
exhibition on Alexander the Great in 
Saionica Saturday and hold talks on cultural 
relations between the two countries. On the 
island of Rhodes Tuesday, about 3,000 peo- 
ple protesting the Turkish occupation of Cyp- 
rus prevented the arrival of the “gemlik,” a 
Turkish ferry boat, police said. 

In additin to disputes over Cyprus, the two 
countries disagree on air rights and seabed 
exploration in the Aegean Sea, a controversy 
triggered by reports of a Greek discovery o‘f 
ofl in the Aegean in the early 1970s. 


countries worsened after the revolution in 
Iran last year. The two sides have exchanged 
charges of border violations and subversion. 

President Hussein said external dangers 
continued to surround the Iraqi revolution, 
but the revolution was now stronger. "There 
are dangers threatening the Arab nation aris- 
ing from corruption in some of the oil and 
other Arab states following the immense rise 
in oil revenues,” he added. 

The Iraqi president did not name any states 
but said their “corruption” made the Arab 
nation unable to confront IsraeL President 
Hussein said some of the Arab states had 
supported the Iraqi national charter, proc- 
laimed last February, which opposed the pre- 
sence of foreign troops or bases on Arab ter- 
ritory and the use of force to resolve inter- 
Arab disputes. 

But quarters linked to foreign powers and 
opportunistic elements accustomed to 
blackmail in Ar3b and international politics 
did not like those sincere national principles 
and set out with various dishonorable 
methods to distort them and prevent their 
implementation, " he added. He did not 
elaborate. 

President Hussein reiterated support for 
the Palestine cause and expressed satisfaction 
at what he called the growing understanding 
on the subject by various countries. “ We con- 
sider the attitudes of some of the West Euro- 
pean states a positive development even 
though they do not generally conform with 
our attitudes and views,” he said. 

.The Iraqi leader was referring to a Euro- 
pean Common Market statement calling for 
■the association of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) in Middle East peace 
talks and recognition of Palestinian rights.

Man to hang •-glide Atlantic 


FARMINGDALE, New York, July 18 
(AP) — A 28-year-old Californian planned 
to take off Friday morning on a flight to Paris 
by way of Canada, Greenland, Iceland, and 
Scotland — ip a hang glider. 

“Fve always wanted to do something 
adventurous,” said Joseph Carter White- 
more of Santa Cruz, California, -who prefers 
the name “Eagle SannontT because, he 
explained, friends told him he was as agres- 
sive as an eagle and Sarmont is a mountain in 
a science fiction story he likes. He says that 
his longest single glide so far was 64 kilomet- 
ers. 

White more said he will do his motorized 
hang glider at the Republic Airport near 
here, and fly to the Statute of Liberty, the 
official starting point of his imposed 9,656- 
kilometer air voyage. After circling the sta- 
tute, he plans to glide north to Canada, and 
out over the Atlantic to Greenland and Ice- 
land. 

Between Iceland and Scotland, in his 
longest over-water stretch, Whitmore said he 
would try to zero in on the tiny island of 
Faroe, more than 480 kilometers southeast of 
Iceland. 

Whitmore, who was interviewed Thursday, 
said he hopes to glide from 320 to 480 


kilometers a day, with stopovers at night. He 
said his departure time would depend upon 
weather conditions Friday. 

A backup team comprised of Dennis 
Curasi, and Claudine Chuinard, Whitmore 
girl friend, will follow him by car, train or 
boat, and he said a “chase plane” will be 
available in case he gets into trouble. 

White more’s red and yellow glider, called 
“The Spirit of California,” has a wing span of 
10.36 meters and is powered by a two- 
cylinder snowmobile motor converted for fly- 
ing and capable of doing about 48 kilometers 
an hour. He said be will wear a water-tight 
survival suit that could keep him afloat for as 
long as 22 hours. He also win carry an 
emergency location transmitter to help 
rescues find him if he goes down. 

Whitmore said he has been gliding since 
1972 and has flown private planes from the 
age of 14, long before that, he said, “I always 
had dreams about flying. I love flying . I am 
addicted to it. The moods of the sky are fun. 
Sometimes they are incredibly peaceful and 
serene. OtheT times they are exhilarating and 
sometimes I’ve been very, very scared. But 
that’s all part of the game.” 

When he isrf t hang glidin g, Whitmore runs 
a business in Santa Cruz that develops 
graphite tubing for hang gfiders. 


Giant quake recorded in Hebrides 


GOLDEN, Colorado, July 18 (R) — A 
severe earthquake, possibly the world’s big- 
gest for almost three years, shook the New 
Hebrides Islands region in the south Pacific 
Friday, the U.S. Geological Survey said. 

Preliminary readings placed the magnitude 
of the quake at 8.0 on the open-ended Rich- 
ter scale, but Waverly Person, a geophysicist 
at the Survey's Earthquake— Information 
Center in Golden, said the center would, 
for more data before finally determining its 
magnitude. 

The world’s biggest earthquake of mag- 
nitude 8.0 or larger was a 8.0 shock near 
Sumbawa Island in Indonesia on Aug. 19, 
1977. Person said the latest quake occurred 


at 7:42 ajn.. Friday, Pacific time, and was 
centered in the New Hebrides, about 1,920 
km northeast of Brisbane, Australia. 

The information center received no 
immediate reports of casualties or damage 
and did not know whether the quake had 
generated any seismic sea waves, he said. 
Tidal waves often result from undersea 
"quakesr and are usually more destructive 
to jjroperty than the quakes themselves.

New prime minister 
unknown to public, 
untried in top posts 
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TOKYO, July 18 (AP) — Mounting U.S.- 
Japan trade friction, economic woes at home 
and the thorny issue of Japan’s defease 
spending were problems facing Zenko Suzuki 
as he assumed office on Thursday as Japan's 
new prime Minister. 

While little change is expected in Japan’s 
international policies under his leadership, 
reaction to his appointment perhaps was best 
epitomized by the mass-circulation Tokyo 
Shxbun , which asked: “Suzuki who?"- 

Initial reaction from the U.S. State 
Department was cautious. Officials noted 
that Suzuki is not as well-known in Washing- 
ton as some of the contenders he defeated for 
the top post who had been active in foreign 
affair s. Suzukfs only previous international 
role was in some fisheries negotiations, 
primarily with the Soviet Union. 

“There will not be any basic change ” said 
a foreign ministry official. “Our basic stance 
is to maintain good and friendly cooperative 
relations with the United States and maintain 
the present free trade system against moves 
for protectionism .** The source, who 
requested anonymity, added that he though it 
likely that Japan will gradually move toward 
greater defense spending in the years ahead 
and "play a greater responsibility in the sec- 
urity field.” Japan at present spends less than 
one per cent of its gross national product on 
defense. 

Japan's business community was equally 
noncommital in assessing Suzukfs leadership 
qualities. “He’s an untested and untried 
politician — wcH have to wait and see,” said 
one source. On the domestic scene, however, 
his first priority will be to trim inflation, now

MANAGUA, Nicaragua July 18 (API — 
Nicaraguans set off fireworks, danced in the 
streets of the capital and other cities all night 
and burned stuffed effigies of former Presi- 
dent Anastaao Somoza in celebration of the 
overthrow of his tough regime a year ago 
Thursday. 

The provisional revolutionary regime — a 
junta of five — that succeeded him decreed 
July 1 7 a national holiday. “The Day of Hap- 
piness.” 

Somoza was overthrown after a year of 
revolution, during which the Red Cross esti- 
mated more than 50,000 persons died, end- 
ing 42 years of iron-fisted rule by the Somoza 
family. 

“We feel proud of the new Nicaragua,” 
said Noel Gutierrez as he and his neighbors in 
west side Managua shot off fire crackers and 
cheered with each display, then set fire to an 
effigy of Somoza. “Too bad it's a doll we are 
burning. We would have liked it to have been 
Somoza himself.” Gutierrez told a visitor. 

Delegations from 25 countries will partici- 
pate in the festivities, led by Cuban President 
Fidel Castro. Iranian Foreign Minister Sadeq 
Ghotbzadeh and Yassir Arafat, the leader of 
the Palestine liberation Organization. 

Other foreign dignitaries will include 
Prime Ministers Morris Bishop of Grenada 
and George Price of neighboring Belize, a 


British crown colony. Delegates are also 
expected from Costa Rica and Venezuela. 

The U.S. delegations of 10 is headed by 
Assistant Secretary’ of State William C. Bow- 
dler and Donald McHenry, the ambassador 
to the United Nations. The Russian delega- 
tion arrived Thursday night headed by Sup- 
reme Soviet Vice President N.P. Kalinin, rep- 
resenting President Leonid Brezhnev. _ 

Diplomatic relations were established 
between Nicaragua and the Communist Cas- 
rro regime after the overthrow of Somoza. 

Young men worked all night bunting the 
main streets with flags and welcome banners 
for the dignitaries. Security was tight 
throughout the capital in anticipation of the 
arrivals and airport guards carefully checked 
the luggage of viators. All streets leading to 
the newly-built July 19th plaza, where the 
main celebration will be held Saturday, were 
blocked off and patrolled. 

The Sandinistas take their name from 
Augusto Cesar Sand in o, a rebel officer who 
fought the U.S. Marine occupation of 
Nicaragua in the 1920’s and was later killed 
by Somoza’ s father. Gen. Anastasio Somoza 
Garcia. Before ending the occupation, the 
United States is said to have helped install 
Somoza Garcia in power as president, initiat- 
ing the 42 years of uninterrupted rule by his 
family. 


India launches research satellite 


NEW DELHI, July 1 8 ( AFP) — l ndia suc- 
cessfully put a satellite into orbit Friday 
morning, becoming the sixth nation to have 
done so. 

The Indian news agency PTI announced 
from Madras that the Indian experimental 
satellite SLV-3 was launched by an Indian- 
built rocket from the space research center of 
Sri Hari Kota in Andhra Pradesh in southern

two Indian research satellites, one in 1975 
and the other last year, and the European 
rocket Ariane is soon to launch an Indian 
telecommunications satellite from Guyana.

The Indian scien- 
tists w’ho worked on the project said the 
launching rocket was driven by high-power 
fuel developed with French assistance.

Iraq’ s tough 
Socialist 


sets sights 
on stability

BAGHDAD — 

A year after coming to power, President Saddam 
Hussein has tightened his grip on this Socialist state 
by dealing sternly with his enemies while projetring 
the image of a world leader who talks with the 
common man. 

Several hundred foreign journalists and politi- 
cians have been invited to the capital for the celeb- 
ration of the 12th anniversary of the coup that 
brought the Arab Socialist Baath Party to power 
and the 22nd anniversary of the fail of the monar- 
chy. 

Significantly, Hussein’s July 16, 1979 ascension 
to the presidency over ailing 68-year-old Ahmed 
Hassan-Bakr also is being celebrated. Under Bakr, 
the 42-year-old Hussein was dearly the No. 2 man. 
His portrait hung beside Bakr s at all public events. 

Now there is no clear-cut No. 2. Hussein’s gov- 
ern meat last August announced a coup attempt and 
executed 21 top officials, including five members of 
the ruling Revolutionary Command Council. 

Today, almost every shop and building in this 
andent rity on the banks of the Tigris River has a 
portrait or poster of the ruggedly handsome Hus- 
sein in its front window. At a popular conference 
held last March, diplomats noted that the photo- 
graphs on both side of the podium were of Hussein. 
Bakr’s familiar face had vanished. 

In early portraits, Hussein favored navy-blue 
double-breasted suits, but since last Match, gov- 
ernment buildings and embassies abroad have 
added five -foot- high portraits of him wearing a tan 
turleneck and balazer and Kfiyyeh headless in the 
style of his home village, Takrit, 100 kilometers 
north of Baghdad. 

“ He is very popular," said one Western diplomat, 
who declined to be identified. 

Reviving, the tradition of the Abbasid caliphs, 
who ruled an Islamic empire from Baghdad from 
the 8th to the 13th century, Hussein frequently 
tours low-income residential quarters announced, 
knocking at the doors of poor families for evening 
chats. The practice is said to have bolstered bis 
charisma, and stabilized the country. 

During last May’s parliamentary elections — the 
first in 22 years — the state television showed Hus- 


sein meeting with voters dll over the country, from 
the once- unruly Kurdish regions to the north to the 


Muslim Shiite holy places in the south. 

Wearing Safari suit, checkered Kufiyyeh and a 
shiny black pistol and ammunition belt around his 
trim figure, the president kissed babies, sipped cof- 
fee in desert tents and listened and talked with 
voters, men and women, young and old. 

“The Long Days,’- a, book published J»ere'Jj»s® 
year, dramatizes the early days'-3£the Baath Evtyj 
beginning with the 1959 assignation attgmjpT 
against then Prime Minister Abdul Karim Qashri; 
which Hussein participated in. 

A movie based on the book opened in three 
Baghdad cinemas Monday, and a photo exhibit 
about the beginning of the Iraqi Baath and another 
called “The Leader and the Masses" also have 
opened. 

Diplomatic sources say that Hussein is projecting 
the image of a“ brave new Arab leader’’ to the Arab 
and third world with his foreign aid programs, 
domestic development plans and hosting of interna- 
tional meetings such as the 1 978 Arab summit, this 
year’s Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries’ meeting and the 1982 nonaligned summit 

They say he has given Iraq “ respectability'' that it 
never had under Bakr, both regionally and interna- 
tionally. This is enhanced by Iraq’s growing impor- 
tance as an oil exporter, at 3.2 million barrels a day 
second only to Saudi Arabia in the Mideast. Iraq 
earns an estimated $30 billion annually from oil. 

Under Bakr, Hussein's office had a telephone 
number ou which the public could call in com- 
plaints. The practice has continued with Hussein as 
president, they say, and he frequently accepts peti- 
tions from citizens when he is in the field heading 
“popular meetings." 

Diplomats say complaints almost always get a 
response of some kind, although not always posi- 
tive. In a recent speech, one diplomat recalls, Hus- 
sein admonished citizens for asking him for help in 
getting their children into good colleges. He sug- 
gested parents make their children study harder. 

Hussein also is active in the bureaucracy. Last 
Saturday, the local press reported a speech in which 
Hussein lectured a group of officials on the neces- 
sity for strict enforcement of traffic laws. Diplomats 
say he has spoken to scientists about taking better 
care of their laboratory equipment. 

“ He’s in command and there is no question about 
that,” said a diplomat. “The first reason is the force 
of his personality and the second is his sheer brutal- 
ity. He will not stand opposition from anyone.*’

Lebanon's Maronite Christians appear closer 
than ever to establishing their own mini-state after 
the Phalangist Party this month seized almost total 
control of the country’s rightist sectors. 

In a carefully planned strike, Phalangist militia 
fighters attacked their fellow Christians in the 
National Liberal Party (NLPj on the morning of 
July 7 and. in the next 36 hours an estimated 500 
persons were killed.

It consists of 20 rakas, 
or prostrations, and is performed after the 
Isha or night prayer. While in some Muslim 
countries two or three chapters of the Quran 
may be recited daily and thr 7 -,ih prayer 
may last no more than l5 o 20 minutes, led 
by one leader of the prayer, in Mecca the 
complete Quran is read throughout the 
month of Ramadan. Since the Quran is 
divided into 30 parts, each day one portion is 
read. Two Imams are responsible, each one 
reciting half of the reading. 

Because the Imams recite from memory, 
there are five to 10 people standing behind 
them who have memorized the Quran and 
are able to correct them if they forget. The 
Tarawih prayer is performed with only a two 
or three minute intermission when the Imams 
are changed. The schools for the memoriza- 
tion of the Quran take the tim e of Ramadan , 
as an occasion for fosterii^* the students’ 
progress. Student Imams may be found in the 
Holy mosque and in mosques throughout 
Mecca leading groups of 10 — .20 worship-, 
pers in supererogatory Tarawih prayers.

Many woisMppersj:hoose'n?fferiOTin.SaIat 
Al-Qiyam in congregatidtrp, pray& which is 
performed beginning the 15th of Ramadan.

/ ’Tikaf - Staying at the Mosque 

.Some Muslims choose the practice of 
T tikaf, particularly during the last 10 days of 
Ramadan. This involves spending almost 
one’s time at the mosque worshipping. One 
leaves only to answer the call of nature, going 
so far as to sleep in the mosque. These people 
eat the two night meals at the mosque. Per- 
forming their ablutions, or washing for prayer 
at Zamzam if in Mecca, they spend tone in 
prayer and Quranic recitation.

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Congressional battle expected 

Drug lobbyists, FDA disagree on animal antibiotics 


By Elizabeth Wehr 

EDITOR'S NOTE: The use of drugs like 
penicillin and tetracycline in animal feeds is the 
subject of a multimillion doUcr battle in Ike 
US. Congress. The U.S. government 's Food 
and Drug Administration wants to ben the prat - 
tice of mixing antibiotics with animal feed. 
Drug companies have held off the FDA 's 
efforts for several years. Mow the FDA has a 
new ally in Congress , Representative John 
DingeU, of Michigan. If DingeU becomes 
chairman of the House Commerce Committee . 
a major battle over animal feed drug supple - 
merits is due. This report on ike battle shaping 
up over antibiotics is reprinted from the Con - 
gressionai Quarterly. 

WASHINGTON — The federal govern- 
ment has gained a powerful congressional 
ally in its fight to end a common farm practice 
many experts think is helping sap the effec- 
tiveness of some important "wonder drugs.” 

The Food and Drug Administration has 
been trying for nearly a decade to keep far- 
mers from feed ing small amo un ts of pe nicill in 
and tetracycline to beef cattle, pigs and chic- 
kens. Producers say these supplements are 
needed to fatten the animals' and stave off 
epidemics in crowded feedlots. 

But experts in infectious disease say this 
practice is part of a general pattern of over- 
use, which is weakening the effectiveness of 
the drugs because Americans are building up 
a tolerance for them. So far the FDA has 
been stymied by its own cumbresome proce- 
dures, the threat of legal action by drug man- 
ufacturers and instructions from Congress 
not to act. 

FDA now has on its side Rep. John D. 
DingeU, D-Mich., who is in line to become 


chairman of the House Commerce Commit- 
tee. His acerbic and unrelenting style causes 
congressional colleagues to regard him as a 
valuable ally — and a formidable foe. Dingell 
has introduced a bill barring the practice of 
supplementing animal feed with antibiotics 
also used by humans, unless no alternatives 
are available. 

This move pits DingeU, sometimes called 
“the meanest man in Congress." against 
another congressional legend — Rep. Jamie 
L. Whitten, D-Miss., chairman of the House 
Appropriations Committee. Whitten's 
defense of established farm interests has 
earned him the informal title of “permanent 
secretary of agriculture."

DingelTs bill also puts him to direct conflict 
with American Cvanamid Co., a New Jersey 
firm that manufactures best-setting antibiotic 
feed supplements. The company has been the 
single biggest obstacle to FDA efforts to bar 
the supplements, says Dr. Lester M. Craw- 
ford, chief of the FDA Bureau of Veterinary 
Medicine.

Dingell maintains that there are at least 1 8 
drugs not used by humans that could be used 
by animal breeders. But many large livestock 
producers say the alternatives are either dif- 
ficult to administer or ineffective. And, they 
say, the link between their feeding practices 
and human disease hasn't been establis h ed. 

Antibiotics are added to animal feed in 
“subtherapeutic?' doses. Therapeutic doses 
are meant to cure or control an existing dis- 
ease. Subtherapeutic doses are smaller, usu- 
ally are administered over a longer period of 
time and are intended to prevent diseases and 
promote weight gain. 

The FDA wants to ban the practice, fearing 
that overuse of antibiotics permits stronger, 
drug-resistant types of disease-causing bac- 
teria to survive and flourish. About 40 per- 
cent of the antibiotics manufactured in the 
United States are used for animals. Nearly 
100 percent of poultry, 90 percent of hogs 
and veal calves and 60 percent of beef came 


consume antibiotics in their feed, according 
to a report last year by the congressional 
Office of Technology Assessment.

Reports froth the U.S. Center for Disease 
Control and elsewhere have noted instances 
where such serious diseases as gonorrhea, 
typhoid and childhood meningitis no longer 
respond well to antibiotics drat once cured 
them. Doctors find they must use larger and 
larger doses of drugs on patients, or 
repeatedly test until they find one that will 
work- 

in 1967, for example, Ampitillin, a par- 
tially synthetic penicillin, was 100 per cent 
effective against salmonella, a bacteria that 
commonly causes food poisoning, and, more 
rarely, infections of the heart valves, bones 
and membranes surrounding the brain and 
the spinal cord.

U.K. to issue

LONDON, July 1 8(AP) — With inflation 
currently roaring ahead at 21.9 per cent a 
year, the British government announced 
Thursday that the Royal Mint will start issu- 
ing 50 pound ($119) bills early next year. 

The highest denomination bill currently in 
circulation in Britain is 20 pounds ($47.6). 
The lowest is the one pound ($2.38) bill. 

And the Bank of England confirmed 
Thursday that growth of the money supply in 
Britain slowed to 0.7 percent last month after 
having speeded up at 2.1 per cent in May. 

Its growth in the first four months of this 
year has therefore been tugged back to an 
annual rate of slightly more than 1 1 per cent, 
that is, just above the ceiling of 11 per cent 
fixed in the government’s anti- inflation pol- 
icy.

Top economic advisers to President Car- 
ter, whose overall job rating has plunged in 
public opinion polls in recent months, say he 
will not be stampeded into proposing a tax cut 
this year just because the Republicans are 
proposing one. 

He feels that taxes should be reduced, but 
toot immediately since it would undercut the 
administration’s anti- inflation program. 
Advisers say he may propose a cut in 1981, 


although it is likely to be much more modest 
than the Republican plan. 

Present estimates by Carter administration 
sources are that any tax cut proposal by the 
President would be around the $25 billion 
range. The Republican plan, which would 
lower taxes an estimated $36 billion in 1981, 
is based on the long-touted “Roth- Kemp 
proposal,” named after draftees Senator Wil- 
liam Roth of Delaware and Congressman 
Jack Kemp of New York. 

Sceptics say that there is no hard evidence 
to indicate that cutting taxes as heavily as 30 
per cent would stimulate economic growth 
enough to produce off-setting revenue for the 
Treasury. But the Republican platform 
insists; “Tax rate reductions will generate 
increases in economic growth, output, and 
income which will ultimately generate 
increased revenues. The greater justification 
for these cuts, however, lies in the right of 
individuals to keep and use the money they 
earn.” 

The tax system must be changed to elimi- 
nate bias against working spouses, whose 
combined incomes are taxed at a proportion- 
ately higher rate than if they were single. 

— Higher and more stable levels of hous- 
ing production will be ensured and this wtH 
reduce housing costs and unemployment in 
industry. Legislation will be framed to lower 
tax rates on savings so individuals would have 
more funds to buy homes. 

— Domestic energy supplies are plentiful if 
the industry is allowed to tap it without 
unnecessary government regulation. Con- 
trols on prices of domestically-produced o3 
will be dropped immediately and nuclear 
power will be developed faster. 


The ‘gestor’ dissolves red tape 


In a fix in Argentina? Contact a fixer 


BUENOS AIRES, July 18 (LAT) — 
There are two ways to do business in Argen- 
tina — the legal way and the way that works. 
This country, particularly this city, seems to 
have been put together by crazed bureaucrats 
intent on wrapping everything in red tape. 

For the average citizen, or the unsuspect- 
ing foreigner, getting anything done requires 
long waits in several lines, often days of wait- 
ing. And when the end of the line is reached 
and all the offices visited and all the forms 
signed, the services or product required as 
likely as not won’ t be available or won’ t work. 

But if the society can create a bureaucracy 
to make a crazy Rube Goldberg jealous, it 
can, and has; also come up with another way, 
a way that works. In the local dialect, it is 
called “gestor” — the fixer. 

Want a ticket to the opera? Call a fixer. 
Want a telephone? jCall a fixer. Want the 
^electricity turnedjonZ ~ 
company, call a fixer. 

The fixer can get you to the head of the 
line. He can reduce hours and hours of wait- 
ing to minutes. He bypasses the slow move- 
meat of files from one office to another by 
simply going to the top man. 

The fixer can do all this, if you can pay. 
What you pay — hundreds or thousands of 
dollars — depends on the service you need. It 
also depends on the type of fixer you have. 

There are two basic types in Buenos Aires, 
and they can best be described in terms of two 
men whose real names will not be disclosed 
here. • . 

The first will be called Lestor. He is an 
undistinguished- looking tittle man who 
wears slightly shabby clothes. His fingers are 
yellowed by his chain smoking and he coughs 
constantly. There is no sign on the door of his 
tiny office and his name is not in the tele- 


pbone book. It is hard to tell him from the 
man who shines shoes nearby. 

The other type of fixer is sleek and well- 
dressed. He runs a large company doing busi- 
ness with large concerns all over the world. 
Call tins man Roberto. 

Roberto is plugged in at the highest levels 
of government He has strong contacts in one 
of the military branches that runs Argentina. 
Other than a slight, self-effacing murmur, 
Roberto makes no real effort to disguise his 
importance. 

His fixing can range from establishing con- 
tacts with the people who run Argentina's 
communications system to arranging large 
sales of huge electronic equipment 

There are people like Roberto in all the 
world capitals, even Washington. But what is 
not found. — or at least is not as necessary — 
in the United States is the type of fixer rep-

If he had followed the rules, he would have 
had to stand in line in a police station for 
hours, probably wait several days to get a 
replacement approved and then days more to 
get it in hand. 

Enter Lestor with his friends. Even though 
it was a weekend, the matter was managed. 
Straight past the line, past dozens of sullen, 
silent Argentines, to the people who run the 
police station. No wait, no bother. The card 
was issued in a matter of hours. 

Another foreiger is issued the wrong visa 
and finds that becannot work in Argentina as 
expected. He i&introduced to Lestor and the 
weeks, even months, it would have taken to 
fix the mistake dissolve into days. 

There are fixers for everything. They con- 
stime an essential industry — an industry that 
isn’t officially recognized, but is tolerated. 
Even ranking Argentine officials use them, 
although they barely acknowledge their exis- 
tence and deny that there is a need for them. 

“There may be some who claim they can 
get things done better and faster," one gov- 
ernment official said. “But most of them 
really only deliver the same service that a 
person could get on his own.” 

Perhaps, but consider the case of a couple 
who applied for a telephone when they got 
married 11 years ago. They finally got a tele- 
phone last week, but it didn’t work. “I think 
we’ll be too old to answer the phone when we 
finally get one that works,” the man said. “I 
guess I should have gotten a gestor.”

$25b budget deficit replaces 
Carter’s proposed $ 16b surplus 


The 1981 federal budget will have a $25 
billion to $30 billion deficit instead of the 
$16.5 billion surplus estimated last March by 
President Carter, administration officials 
have acknowledged. 

The latest figures, to be included in the 
midyear budget update Carter is to send 
Congress on Monday, make no allowance for 
a 1981 tax cut. The latest administrator! 
economic forecast shows unemployment 
could reach 9 per cent by year's end, the 
officials said. 

It still is likely the president ultimately will 
propose cutting taxes by about $25 billion 
next year, an official said, but for now Carter 
"wants to slow down any push by the Repub- 
licans for an immedite tax cut.” 

The defficit for the 1980 fiscal year, which 
ends Sept. 30, has leaped to more than $60 
billion from the $36.5 billion estimated in 
March when Carter last revised his budget, 
officials said. Officials blamed the recession, 
faster-than-expected^ spending by the 
Defense Department, and Congress’ decision 
to kill the president' s oil import fee for the 
swelling deficits. 


Only a few days ago, key Carter aides were 
saying the coming budget changes would 
include provision for a $25 billion tax cut. 
But, Carter has rejected options offered 
which included acknowledging now that 
there would be a tax cut. "That was not a 
change for him,” said one official. "It has 
change for us." 

Carter regards the call by former Gov. 
Ronald Reagan and GOP members of Con- 
gress for an immediate tax cut as "ill-advised, 
inappropriate and unwise,” an official 
declared. The president wants time to consult 
widely about the nature of the tax cut he will 
propose to make sure it will spur long-term 
economic growth and help reduce inflation, 
he added. 

“He does not want people voting on a tax 
program prior to the election, ” the official 
said. “ And he did not want his own delibera- 
tions caught up in this budget review ” 

At the same time, he continued. Carter is 
‘concerned about the economic forecast” 
which will show the recession hitting bottom 


Oil firms ‘blameless’ for shortage 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP) — The 
U.S. Justice Department said Thursday it 
found no creditable evidence that last year’s 
gasoline shortage in the United States was the 
result of a conspiracy by the major oil com- 
panies to raise prices at the pump. 

“There is insufficient evidence to justify a 
finding that anti-trust violations contributed 
to the shortage or that further investigation of 
this matter is warranted,” the department 
concluded in a 159-page report. 

In a separate report, the U.S. Energy 
Department also exonerated the oil industry 
for any blame for the shortage. But the 
department said the industry may have con- 
tributed to it by not drawing as much as it 
could have on gasoline stocks because of 
uncertainties about future oil supplies.

President Jimmy Carter ordered the inves- 
tigation on May 25 to determine whether 
violations of federal anti- trust laws contri- 
buted to the gasoline shortages which were 
causing long lines at gasoline stations at that 
time. 

The shortfall, the report said, was caused 
by a number of factors, not the fault of the oil 
companies, including the loss of Iranian 
crude oil production, harsher than expected 
weather in major crude-producing areas of 
the United States, a decreasing quality of 
crude oil imports, and increased demand for 
lead-free gasoline. More crude oil is required 
to produce a given amount of unleaded 
gasoline than to produce leaded gasoline. 


by the end of this year but with unemploy- 
ment, now 7.7 per cent, rising to as much as 9 
per cent probably early in 1981. 

Some economists, such as Otto Eckstein of 
Data Resources, Inc., have urged that taxes 
be reduced as soon as possible, warning that 
otherwise the slump could continue well into 
1981. 

Administration economists, however, are 
confident the recession will end without any 
new stimulus to the economy. Without a tax 
cut, they think the economy would grow by 
between 2.5 per cent and 3 per cent in 1981 
after adjustment for inflation. A tax cut 
would be intended to speed that recovery. 

Administration officials said the recession, 
which has proved much worse than they 
expected in March, will reduce tax receipts by 
about $10 billion in fiscal 1980 below earlier 
estimates. Another $5 billion has been lost 
due to Congress’ killing the oil import fee and 
deferring action on other Carter revenue- 
raising proposals. 

Spending has jumped to about $580 biflipn 
from the $568.9 estimated in March. About 
$5 billion of the increase is also result of the 
recession, mostly because of higher outlays 
for unemployment benefits. In addition, 
defense spending is up $2.5 billion, to more 
than $141 billion. Other outlays are up about 
$4 billion as a result of disaster aid for the 
area surrounding the Mt. St Helens volcano, 
support of the newly arrived Cuban refugees, 
and other programs. 

Oman oil exports drop 

MUSCAT, OMAN, July 1 8 (R) — Oman's 
crude oil exports fell to 7.67 millio n barrels 
last month from 9.01 million in May, the 
lowest since January of Petroleum and Min- 
erals figures show. 

.Export averaged 271,770 barrels aday 
in April- June, well below the 350,000 barrel 
average the Sultanate plans to achieve by the 
end of the year. Oil industry sources said the 
higher output would be achieved by new 
wells and improved methods of maintaining 
pressure in old wells.

U.S. upturn 
seen ahead 

WASHINGTON, July 18 (R) — Presi- 
dent Carter’s chief economic adviser has 
held out the possibility that the worst of 
the current economic recession may be 
over soon. “This recession will slow down 
shortly,” Charles Sdiultze, chairman of 
the Council of Economic Advisors, told a 
group of economists. 

He spoke after the government 
reported that industrial production fell 2.4 
per cent in June, the same drop as in May. 
The declines of the past two months have 
been the largest since January, 1975. One 
bright point in the figures, was that the 
number of cars being made rose in June 
from a very low level in the previous 
month. 

Schultze predicted that the nation's 
gross national product would drop by 
eight or nine per cent, or maybe more in 
the second quarter of this year. This would 
mean that the recession would be among 
the worst since world war IL 
Schultze repeated the administration's 
position that a tax cut, as advocated by 
Republican presidential candidate 
Ronald Reagan, would not be useful. But 
he said the administration recognized 
“ there is a high probability on the need for 
a tax cut in 1981. 

Cuba imports sugar 

LONDON, July 18 (AFP) — Cuba, a 
major sugar producer, is reported to have 
bought 40 to 48,000 tons “ and maybe more" 
of raw sugar from the Dominican Republic, 
trade sources here said. The delivery is said to 
be “fairly prompt," probably for August, 
indicating that all is not well with the Cuban 
cane harvest 

Production is known to have been affected 
by rust disease in recent months and is cur- 
rently estimated by the trade at "below” the 
6.7 million tons forecast, by Havana. Last 
years output was about eight million tons. 
Only the Soviet Union and Brazil produce 
more. 

This “very unusual” purchase could be 
used to fulfil urgent orders from Cuba* s regu- 
lar clients in Eastern Europe.

Norway strikes gas field 


OSLO, July 18 (AP) —The Norwegian col 
directorate said Wednesday that the third test 
well drilled by operator A-S Norsfee Shell at 
Norway's North Sea block 31-2 confirms that 
the Statoti-SheQ group has struck what is 
probably the world's largest ofishore natural 
gas field found so far. 

The new test, as well as the two carried our 
last year, have given daily production of 1.1 
milling standard cubic meters' of gas. The . 
third test well also indicated considerable 
reserves of oil under the gas layer. 

Block 31-2, located about 70 miles (112 
km) off Bergen at the Norwegian west coast, 
was first said to contain at least 800 billion to 
1,600 trillion cubic meters of gas — making it 
from four to eight times as big as the presently 
producing Frigg field operated by Eu 
Aquitaine. 

Now tests indicate that this field may con- 
tain at least 2,000 billion cubic mete is. Three 
of its neighboring blocks are not yet allocated 
and tested. 

Meanwhile, in Oslo, The Norwegian gov- 
ernment has decided to use compulsory arbit- 
ration to force 2,000 striking North Sea oil 
workers back to work, the minister for works 
and municipalities Louise Valle' said Thurs- 
day. 

A formal decision to end the. 16-day-old 
strike through reference to the compulsory 
wage board would be taken by the govern- 
ment at its regular meeting on Friday, Mrs. 
Valle said. 

Under the procedure, the .strike win * 
become illegal and the strikers must resume 
work while the board arbitrates between 
employers and emplyees on a settlement 
which is then enforceable by decree.'

World Batik

WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP) Tht 
World Bank has put a new emphasis- on its 
Third World lending, according to a top offi- 
cial who has recently taken over the job. The 
bank is starting to lend money to poorpoun- 
tries just to buy the foreign goods they need, 
and it will be lending them more to develop 
energy. 

As the bank's new Vice-President for 
'External Affairs, Munir Benjenkfs 'position 
has taken on added importance with 

the ann ouncement that President Robert 
McNamara w£U retire next year. 

The policy of the World Bank has been to 
lend for specific projects. But Benjenk told 
reporters Wednesday that poor countries are 
now in such financial trouble that the bank 
has' also started giving them “structural 
adjustment loans” even before the policy was 
officially approved by the governments that 
supply the money.

MOSCOW, July 18 (Agencies) — The 
Olympic flame arrived in the Soviet capital 
Friday while officials make fresh efforts to 
end the six-month war of words which 
threatened to tear apart the first summer 
games staged in a communist country. 

Only hours before a team of runners was 
due to deliver the Olympic flame to Moscow 
city hall there were still lingering doubts 
about whether a row which raised fears of a 
Western television blackout of Saturdays 
opening ceremony had been settled. And the 
United Stares, which led a partial games 
boycott over Soviet military action in 
Afghanistan, sent a new protest about plans 
to fly the Stars and Stripes at the Olympics. 
The U.S. is insisting that the International 
Olympic Committee should not raise rhe 
American flag here, even at the closing cere- 
mony to pass on the Olympic spirit to Los 
Angeles, host city for the 1 984 games. 

And unsettled weather could farther dam- 
pen the sporting spectacle that Moscow was 
planned for six years. More rain lashed the 
city Thursday while the Sovet organizers 
staged a secret dress rehearsal of the opening 
pageant in the main Lenin Stadium. Hun- 
dreds of troops and police sealed off the area 
for the rehearsal and angry television men

MOSCOW. July IS (AFP) — The British 
Olympic team was stunned Wednesday when 
they learned that six servicemen picked for 
the games had been banned from speaking to 
the press. 

Modem pentathlon team coach Ron 
Bright brought out a message from the minis- 
try of defense in London instructing service- 
men to refraim from making declarations to 
the press. Bright said the ministry of defense 
had ruled that serving soldiers, and sailors, 
had to comply with standing regulations bar- 
ring them from expressing their views on con- 
troversial political subjects. The Moscow 
games were judged politically controversial. 

The ban had the immediate effect of pre- 
venting three of the modem pentathlon team 
from appearing at a press conference for the 
British press. They were assistant coach Pete 
Younger, a R.E.M.E. staff sergeant, Tim 
ienealy. a petty officer in the Royal Navy, and 
Peter Whiteside, a corporal in the array. 

Kenealv and Whiteside are in line for 
places in the Olympic team with Danny 
Nightingale, a Longborough college stu- 
dent, and Nigel Clark, assistant site agent for 
a construction company. 

Team manager Mike Proudfoot could not 
say what would happen if they won a medal. 
Staff at the British team headquarters were 
unable to say immediately who the other ser r 
vicemen were, but they did say they had con- 
tact with the minisiryof defense. 


complained they were being denied access to 
broadcasting equipment brought in to trans- 
mit the c remony around the world. 

At least one network threatened its own 
boycott of the games. Officials of the Euro- 
pean Broadcasting Union held urgent talks 
with the Soviet organizers who agreed to 
supply l .ionitored relay of the rehearsal. 

Many c ' the athletes fighting pre-games 
nerves in .he Olympic Village expressed 
regret at the absence of rivals from nearly 60 
countries. But while there are many world 
class athletes among the more than 4,000 
competitors installed in the tower blocks of 
the heavily guarded village, the opening 
ceremony of the games will be a shadow of 
previous parades. 

Twenty of the teams will make their own 
political protest, either keeping athletes out 
of the opening march or flying the five-ringed 
Olympic banner instead of national flags. 

Juan Antonio Samaranch, the Spanish dip- 
lomat elected to succeed Lord Killanin as 
IOC president, went to the Olympic Village 
Thursday nighty to warn team leaders they 
must abide by the newly-revised games pro- 
tocol and not make public protests. 

The new rules were passed in February at 
Lake Placid, New York, when the United 
States was bitterly attacking Olympic leaders. 
They allow teams to march behind the five- 
ringed Olympic flag or a national Olympic 
banner instead of their national flags. Teams 
do not have to march behind a placard with 
the name of their country. Instead of "Great 
Britain," for instance, the United Kingdom 
sign will read "B.O.A” — for British 
Olympic Association. 

In previous games, the full team was 
required to march in the opening ceremony. 
But on Saturday there will be no athletes in 
the parade from Belgium, France, Britain, 
Ireland, Italy, Luxembourg, the Netherlands, 
San Marino or Sweden. Austria and 
Australia have announced that they will 
allow athletes to march. But Australian offr 
rials told their team members that they must 
not carry Australian flags. 

Samaranch made it clear that no anti- 
Soviet protests will be allowed during medal 


ceremonies. The rules nowallow the hoisting 
of the Olympic flag and the playing of the 
Olympic hymn but demonstrations — such as 
an athlete turning his back on Soviet flags — 
are prohibited. 

The future Olympic chief has had to take 
leave of absence from his post as Spanish 
ambassador to Moscow because of his gov- 
ernment's sympathy with the boycott and he 
celebrated his election victory in the IOC 
hotel instead of his embassy. While declining 
to set out his future plans until Lord Killanin 
leaves office, Samaranch said he would be 
demanding bard work from members. He 
should have a strong executive board after a 
major shuffle here. Vitaly Smirnov of the 
Soviet Union, Masaji Kiyokawa of Japan and 
newly-elected Louis Guirandou-N’ Diaye of 
the Ivory Coast are his vice-presidents. 

Samaranch, who turned 60 Thursday, won 
a dear majority on the first ballot of the IOC 
election. It was believed 75 of the IOCs 85 
members were present. 

There were four other candidates — James 
Worrell of Canada, Willi Daume of West 
Germany, Marc Hodler of Switzerland and 
Lance Cross of New Zealand. According to 
IOC traditions, the voting was secret and no 
figures were released. 

Killanin, who took over from the late 
Avery Brundage in 1972, appeared at the 
head of a staircase in Moscow’ s palatial house 
of unions, flanked by members of his execu- 
tive board, and announced the results of the 
election to waiting reporters. 

Samaranch, an industrialist and former 
president of the Barcelona city parliament, 
was elected to the IOC in 1966 and almost 
immediately began playing an important role 
ra the running of the Olympic movement 

Since 1968, with one short interval; he has 
been the IOC s chief of protocol arranging 
meetings and ceremonies. He had terms as 
vice president and member of the executive 
board and since 19 74 haspfe sided over the 
JOG press commisMdd'wlfiSftdvises on press 
coverage of the Olympic Games. 

The president-elect spoke a few words in 
French and pledged to serve the Olympic 
movement during his eight-year term.

MOSCOW, July 18 (AP) — Few world 
class long-distance runners have lost as many 
races as Lasse Viren, the double Olympic 
5,OOS and 10,000 meter champion. Now he’s 
back again, with his .usual string of recent 
defeats, for his third and last Olympic start, 
aiming to become history’s greatest long- 
distance runner. 

Viren and the Olympics have a very special 
relationship. It's almost like Bjorn Bore and 
Wimbledon. 

Paavo Nurmi, another great Finnish run- 
ner, and Vixen share the all-time record in 
Olympic long-distance running with four 
gold medals each, although Nurmi won sev- 
eral more top honors back in the 1920s in 
races no longer on the Olympic program. 

"J want to be remembered as one of the 
greatest runners ever. You win a race and 
they forget about it a week later. But Olvmpic 
winners are never forgotten," Viren told The 
Associated Press in a recent interview. 


“But it’s a pity some of the best runners 
same day this time. So Emil Zatopek. the 
incredible Czech, will keep his 1 952 record of 
winning the three long-distances races at 
least until the 1984 games in Los Angeles. 

The new schedule left Viren with a difficult 
decision — to run the 5,000 or marathon in 
addition to the 10,000. He has not made up 
his mind yet, but it looks like he will pick the 
marathon Aug. 1 since the 5,000 meter qual- 
ifying heat is scheduled the day after the July 
27 metric mile final. 

However, his performances in the 26- mile, 
385-yard marathon are hardly impressive. 
He only completed one, in the Montreal 
Olympics. In the 1975 New York marathon, 
he withdrew with four miles left. At 3 1 . Viren 
is more than five years past the ideal age for 
runners, but that does not mean he is on the 
decline.

Coffman wins decathlon in U.S. meet 


PHILADELPHIA, July 18 (AP) — Bob 
Coffman, 1979 champion decathlete and 
1980 U.S. Olympic trials winner, finished 
third in the final 1,500 meter event, but held 
on to win the decathlon by 49 points at the 
liberty Bell Trade and Field Classic Thurs- 
day on Franklin Field. 

Guido Kratschmer, the West German who 
has a world record pending in the decathlon, 
polled out after the second event Thursday 
when he failed to place in the discus. He 


fouled on all three of his throws. 

The thermometer reached the low 30s cen- 
tigrade in the two-day international competi- 
tion at the Liberty BeD, one of the meets 
arranged for countries boycotting the Mos- 
cow Olympics. A total of 29 countries and 
some 500 athletes were entered.

Although Viren lost almost three weeks of 
training due to a pulled leg muscle last month, 
he says he is running as well as he did before 
the Montreal Olympics four years ago. 

For him, this also means iosing. He was 
third in the 5.000 at the Finnish track champ- 
ionships recently. He was second in the 5,000 
and fourth in the 1 0,000 at the Helsinki world 
track and field games last week, his last races 
before the Olympics. 

"It’s a question of confidence. You have to 
believe in yourself and your coach," he said. 
"The Olympics is what really counts. It would 
be impossible for me to be in top shape every 
year. Physically it’s possible, but not men- 
tally.” he said. 
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'mileage and an incredible amount of will- 
power. 

Should Viren, who won only one race the 
year after his Olympic triumphs in 1976, 
score another double in Moscow he will 
rewrite the record book again. He is the only 
long-distance runnner to win the 5,000 and 
10,000 in successive Olympic Games. Six 
gold medals would srake liis claim as the 
greatest long-distance runner in history. 

There was a lot of talk about Viren's 
alleged involvement in blood boosting after 
Munich and Montreal. Blood doping, which 
originated in Sweden in the 1 950s and is still 
not illegal, is a process in which the athlete 
prorides a liter of blood to be frozen after 
high-altitude training. Weeks later, when the 
athlete's blood supply is normal again, he is 
given an injection of his own blood. 

Some doctors believe the added red blood 
cells help an athlete ro run further and faster 
before exhaustion sets in. Nobody knows if 
Viren ever used blood boosting. But several 
of Viren's fellow runners doubt it, including 
Rodgers. 

"I have talked with him. I have watched 
him train. 1 have raced against him several 
times. From my experiences and observa- 
tions. I can say that he doesn't blood dope," 
Rodgers wrote in a book about long-distance 
running. 

Viren, who has competed in Moscow only 
once before, went twice to Colombia in South 
America for high altitude training before his 
Olympic farewell. He says he will probably 
retire in one or two years and he will not enter 
track and field's first world championships 
19S3 in his native Finland. 

Viren's retirement could mean the end of 
the latest Finnish long-distance era. The first 
one, with runners like Nurmi, Hannes 
KolehmaJnen and ViUe Rilola,' lasted from 
1912-1936. During those 24 years. Finnish 
runners won 45 Olympic medals — 24 gold. 
13 silver and 8 bronze for a leading position 
the country' still holds.

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Bakhtiar house hit 
by gunmen; 3 die 


PARIS, July 18 (Agencies) — A group 
trying to assassinate former Iranian Premier 
Shah pour Bakhtiar killed three policemen 
Friday morning and seriously wounded two 
other officers and a neighbor, police said. 
Bakhtiar escaped uninjured. 

The attack occurred about 9 a.m. when the 
three persons managed to get past the door- 
man of Bakhnar's apartment building in sub- 
b urban Eqiily posing as re porters police Said. 

Shooting broke out on the landing outside 
Bakhtiar'-s apartment between police and the 
attackers as they tried to force an armored 
door into the apartment. A neighbor, hearing 
the noise, looked out of her door and was shot 
and seriously wounded by the attackers, 
police said. 

The doorman called police and a cruising 
patrol car arrived, as the attackers were 
apparently fleeing the building. After a 
further exchange of fire, three of the attack- 
ers were arrested. 

In Iran, a group calling itself guardsmen of 
Islam said it had passed a death sentence on 
Bakhtiar, and said it would give additional 
details later. 


A spokesman for the Tehran state radio 
said the statement was telephoned in by an 
unknown caller. 

Ayatollah Khakhali, who has sent many 
Iranians to the firing squad for drug and polit- 
ical offenses, publicly denied involvement in 
the attack. 

Contacted by telephone, Bakhtiar sounded 
calm, saying that he was 11 finishing his break- 
fast” and had expected the attempt as “Kho- 
meini supporters had threatened it long ago.” 

A witness said the men arrived outside, 
Bakhtiafs daughter’s residence around 9 
a.m. and began arguing with the two police on 
duty outside the building. The gunmen did 
not appear to know in which apartment she 
lived and began knocking on doors at ran- 
dom. Locating the Bakhtiar house, the man 
fired seven shots at the heavily armored door 
and fled. The two guards had by this time 
received reinforcraents and a shootout broke 
out in the street. 

Three of the attackers were arrested 
immediately and seconds later an anti- 
terrorist squad arrived on the scene and 
began a systematic search of the entire area.

Air strikes increased 


Health reports 
vary on Shah 

CAIRO. July 1 8 ( AP) — In the absence of 
official medical bulletins by the Maadi Milit- 
ary Hospital where the deposed Shah is being 
treated, conflicting reports continued to fly 
Friday. 

His spokesman, Mark Morse, said tile 
ex-monarch “walked a little as be has been 
doing for the past few days, his temperature is 
□ear normal and, in fact, no significant 
change today.” 

Morse stood by a statement he issued 
Wednesday denying the Shah underwent a 
minor surgery to drain an abcess on his right 
thigh. “No operation, today or yesterday,” 
Morse said in a telephone interview following 
a night visit to the Shah Thursday night 

But a Cairo daily. Al Akhbar, said in its 
Friday early edition that the Shah’ s condition 
deteriorated and that he slipped into a coma 
for three hours Thursday as a result of the 
operation he underwent the previous day 
(Wednesday). It said a Frenc h medical team 
is trying hard now to bolster his sinking resis- 
tance and that medical tests showed the 
abcess is not responding to antibiotics be is 
being given.

Soviets fear anti-Olympics action in Kabul

KABUL, July 18 (R) — Soviet military air 
activity in Afghanistan was as busy as ever 
Friday, eve of the opening of the Olympic 
games in Moscow. 

I watched MiG-23 fighter-bombers land- 
ing and taking off from Kabul Airport, pre- 
sumably on sorties against Muslim 
insurgents. 

Diplomats here say that the Russians have 
stepped up air strikes against villages harbor- 
ing insurgents in recent days and the activity 
bore this out. The Afghan Ariana Airlines 
plane in which I arrived Thursday had to 
circle the airport and land at the third attempt 
because of Soviet helicopters blocking the 
way. 

“Sony ladies and gentlemen we will have 
to make another landing approach. Soviet 
helicopters are in the way and they are on a 
different wavelength,” the pilot said over the 
intercom. 

Three Soviet Mi-28 helicopter gunships, 
bristling with the lastest weaponry, were 
ahead of us. Shortly after our scheduled flight 


from New Delhi landed we were followed in 
by a four-engine blue and silver Ilyushin-76 
transport of the Soviet Aeroflot airline, 
which diplomats said were being used to fly in 
troops and equipment. 

Kabul International Airport now beara 
only the facade of a civilian operation with 
the occasional flight of Afghan Airlines, 
Indian Airlines and Aeroflot regular flights 
amid the non-stop Soviet military air activity. 

Within one period of 30 minutes at the 
airport Friday I saw three helicopter gunships 
and four MiG-23 jets land and two MiG 1 s and 
two transports take off. 

Directly opposite the airport terminal on. 
the otherside of the airport I counted a line of 
15 MiG's and 29 helicopters while three 
IL-76 1 s were parked on the tarmac. Soviet air 
crews, stripped to the waist and their bodies 
reddened by the summer sun, worked on 
lines of other twin-engined propeller aircraft. 

Troops and equipment were being 
unloaded from one newly arrived IL-76, 
loaded into trucks and taken towards the 
smaller parked Aircraft. Diplomatic and 
other sources in Kabul say there has been a

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big increase recently in the number of these 
IL-76s landing here in addition to the giant 
Antonov transpots which drone in mainly at 
night. 

The sources said the Russians were more 
firmly entrenched in Afghanistan than ever 
and the withdrawal of some of their troops 
announced by Moscow last month seemed to 
have changed little. “The troops they pulled 
out were mainly those manning ground-to- 
air missiles which they decided were no 
longer needed,” said one Western source 
who has worked in Kabul for more than two 
years. “They are well dug-in now and are 
really hurting the rebels with bombing 
attacks on villages in areas where there have 
been attacks on the Russians.” 

“But on the other hand the Afghans seem 
more determined than ever to throw the Rus- 
sians out.” he said. 

On the flight from Delhi I met the Afghan 
education minister. Dr. Anahita Ratebzad, 
who is close to President Babrak Karma! and 
a powerful figure in the pro-Soviet Afghan 
government. Ratebzad, who was returning 
from a visit overseas daring which she is 
believed to have visited Moscow, said h was 
not convenient to speak to me on the aircraft, 
but said she would grant me an interview at 
the Ministry of Education on Sunday. “She 
will discuss politics or anything with you,” 
said one of her aides. 

On the strength of this I obtained a four- 
day visa, but the police had other ideas. “ You 
leave on the first plane,” said the airport sec- 
urity chief. 

Western correspondents are barred from 
entering Afghanistan and are usually 
detained if they arrive without a visa. 

When asked who was more important, tile 
police or the minister, the security chief 
smiled thinly and said: “ I am the boss here.” 
But another policeman, who appeared more 
amenable, whispered: “He’s wrong — the 
Russians are the boss.” 

Diplomats in Kabul say some Afghan sec- 
urity men have received training in Moscow 
and East Germany and Soviet security 
expens, including KGB men, play an impor- 
tant role in the background here. “Security 
seems to have been tightened recently and 
there is a general feeling among the foreign 
community that some rebel action will take 
place to coincide with the opening of the 
Moscow Olympics " one Westerner said. 

Few Russians can be seen in Kabul during 
daylight hours but they come out m their 
tanks and armored personnel carriers at 
night 

The atmosphere in Kabul was graphically 
illustrated in the restaurant of the Interconti- 
nental Hotel where only 15 of the 300 rooms 
were occupied. 


Former foe 
Bush named 
Reagan v-p 

DETROIT, Michigan, July 18 (AP) — 
Republican presidential nominee Ronald 
Reagan and George Bush, his running mate, 
began their campaign together Thursday, old 
rivals emphasizing new harmony. Both men 
said that their ticket won’t suffer for the fact 
that Reagan tried and failed to install Gerald 
Ford as his vice presidential nominee. 

Reagan also told president Jimmy Carter 
that he looks forward to debating him in the 
foil. Carter telephoned the Republican 
nominee to congratulate him and to propose 
a series of debates. 

Bush said the spirit of victory pervades the 
convention. “But if that spirit is to be trans- 
lated into reality, it is up to each and every 
one of us to help carry Ronald Reagan* s mes- 
sage of a strong, free America the length and 
breadth of this land.” be said in his prepared 
acceptance speech. 

Ford said be would do everything he could 
to help put Reagan in the White House. But 
that did not include running with him, for lack 
of guarantees that as a former president, he 
would as vice president be guaranteed a 
major role in administration decision- 
making. 

The only potential hitch to Bush's ratifica- 
tion by the convention was eliminated when 
ardent conservative Senator Jesse Helms, 
who had considered having his name entered 
in a protest of the Bush selection, declared his 
support for both ends of the ticket. “I support 
our ticket because our nominees have 
emphasized their faith in an their dedication 
to the platform adopted by this convention,” 
he told the dosing session. 

Breaking precedent, Reagan went to the 
convention himself early Thursday to teD the 
delegates that he wanted Busb for vice presi- 
dent, and to confirm that there had been 
hours of negotiation aimed at putting Ford on 
the ticket 

Bush, a former U.N. ambassador and CIA 
director, confirmed that there had been some 
discussion of his differences with Reagan 
when they were rivals in the presidential 
primary elections. Bush quit that campaign 
and endorsed Reagan on May 26. 

“ My view is tha the big issues, the major 
issues in the foil, win be the questions of 
unemployment and the economy and there 
are going to be questions of foreign affairs,” 
he said. Bush said he is in tune with Reagan 
on those issues. 

Reagan insisted that it wastf t correct to caQ 
Bush his second choice for the vice presiden- 
tial nomination because the situation with 
Ford was so unique. But he confirmed, 
finally, that he had offered Fond the nomina- 
tion. 

“Well, when this whole idea came up and it 
was m the minds of a great many people. But, 
of course, I had to and did teH him that this 
would be most pleasing to me and that I 
thought it would be a most unusual thing and 
a precedent-shattering thing. Of course I said 
that.” Reagan said. 

Free elections 
in Russia, fake 
Pravda reports 

ROME, July 18 (AP) — An Italian satiri- 
cal magazine says it is smuggling 10,000 
copies of a bogus Pravda into the Soviet 
Union during the summer Olympic games. 
Soviet readers won’t be surprised by the 
paper's format, which is identical to the offi- 
cial Communist Party daily. But they may 
take a second look when they read the head- 
lines, which proclaim that the Soviet Union is 
about to hold free elections following tile 
overthrow of the Brezhnev government in a 
democratic uprising. 

It’s all the work of the Italian satire 
magazine/? Malejxhicb distributed copies of 
the mock edition in Italy on Thursday. 'Hie. 
weekly has published similar spoofs of the 
Times of London and other papers. 

The sbamprevdia is entirely in Russian in 
Cyrillic letters. Editors daisied- 2,000 copies 
have already readied readers in several 
Soviet dties and an additional 9,000 will be 
delivered during the next two weeks. They 
said the paper would not be hawked' on 
street-comers but distributed in a “clandes- 
tine” way. 

“I can't teD you how we’re doing it for 
security reasons,” chief editor Vincenzo 
Sparagna said in a telephone interview. 

But Sparagna noted that the Soviet 
authorities couldn't create much more trou- 
ble than his own countrymen. A local court in 
Orvieto 100 kilometers north of here Thurs- 
day sentenced Sparagna and the magazine’s 
director Walter Vecellio to two years in jail 
for articles that mocked the Italian justice 
system. 

Another editor drew an eight-month sus- 
pended sentence. The coart said the 
magazine had committed forgery and 
threatened a magistrate with violence m arti- 
cles published in July, 1979. 

U Male, which means “the Ev3” in I talian, 
is more than accustomed to difficulty. Since it 
began, publication in late 1978 police have 
confiscated 1 10 out of its 1 30 editions. 
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Officers oust 
Bolivia ruler; 
workers revolt 

LA PAZ, Bolivia, July 18 (AP) — The 
military junta that overthrew Bolivia's 
civilian government and canceled presiden- 
tial elections sent troops to the mining district 
Friday to confront aimed workers challeng- 
ing its rule. 

Radio stations controlled by the tin miners 
reported army tanks were moving toward the 
Huanini Afjisiglo Veinte districts 290. km 
southwest of La Paz, where 5,000 miners 
with machine guns blocked roads with trucks 
and dynamite charges. 

“ We are going to resist the coup until the 
ultimate consequences,” a broadcast said 
after troops and paramilitary forces escorted 
President Lidia Gueiler and 17 aides from the 
government palace Thursday and drove them 
away in army vehicles. 

The new ruling junta of three military^ 
commanders announced later it had accepted 
Mrs. Gueilef s resignation, declared last 
month's election of a president and congress 
“ fraudulent;” annulled the outcome and 
pledged a shakeup of political parties and

of independence and the latest-setback in 
efforts backed by the U.S. government to 
restore civilian rule after the foil of a military 
dictatorship in 1978. hi ; Washington; the 
administration of U.S. President Jimmy Car- 
ter said it had cut off military aid and would .

Bolivian junta. 

A coup'Dy army CoL Alberto Nafnscb last 
November met such civilian- resistance that 
the military had to step down after a bloody 
16 days in which more than 200 people died. 
A temporary civilian government was formed 
by Mik Gueiler, who was then president of 
congress. 

She masted on new elections and stuck to 
the commitment despite pressure from the 
armed forces to postpone them, la the June 
29 balloting, former President Herman Silcs 
Suazo, a 6 7- year-old leftist lawyer, got 34 per 
cent of the votes, twice as many as his nearest 
rival, but not enough for a victory. Tile new 
congress was to pick a winner m August 

As they did last November, Bolivia's labor 
unions called a general strike. Normal busi- 
ness was suspended, but only the mine work- 
ers put up large-scale active resistance. 
Civilians tore up brick streets and raided con- 
struction sites in La Paz to build roadblocks. 

The junta responded by raiding the Bolivia 
Labor Confederation .headquarters, closing 
the University of La Paz and arresting hun- 
dreds of people here and in Santa Cruz, 
Cochabamba and Oruro. One labor leader 
was killed in the raid — the lone reported 
death Thursday. 

The military declared all Bolivia a “ milit- 
ary zone ” and imposed an overnight curfew 
in La Paz. The big rides appeared to be under 
firm military control, but sporadic bursts of 
machine gun fire echoed through the canyons 
of this three- kilometer high Andean capital 
during the night.

Lifespan to peak 
at 85 ,doctor says 

BOSTON; July 18 (AP) — With new 
advances in medicine, the average human 
lifespan in the United States will probably 
peak early in the next century at 85 years, a 
scientist predicts. Longer life will remain a 
fluke of nature, he said. 

The researcher also maintains that the 
.quality of life in old age will improve, and 
people will be spared tingering terminal ill- 
nesses. Instead, they win simply wear out aU 
at once. 

In a report in Thursday’s edition of theAfc* 
Englan Journal of Medicine , Dr. James Fries 
predicted “that the number of very old peo- 
ple wffl not increase, that tile average period 
of diminished physical vigor will decrees?, 
that chronic disease win occupy a smaller 
proportion of the typical lifespan and that 
the need for medical care in later life wiB 
decrease.” . 

Fries, a reseacher at Stanford University 
Medical Center, argues the length of humdh 
life is fixed. Even without disease, people -wiE 
die as their organs wear out, he said. 

He bases his productions on; among other 
things, lengthening lifespans in this century- 
Even though the average life in the United 
Statu has grown to 73 years, there has been 
no increase in the number of people living 
trond 100. 

Each year during the 1970s, Fried noted, 
the average life expectancy from age 65 has 
increased one month. _ 
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
